GEORGE SCOVILLE,
COUNSEL FOR TIE DEFENSE IN GUI-
TEAU'S CASE,

Although® but few lawyers woulil,
from choice, undertake the defence of
the nesassin Guitenu, or peril their
popularity by endcavoring 10 save 8o
teerible a wretech from the extreme
penalty of the law, yet it will be dis-
covered at a glavee, that the gentle-
man whase portrait we here present to
our realers, has claims upon our con-
sideration and forbearance in this reln-
tion, which our outrnged feelings could
not possibly accord to any other indi-
viduzl in this country, He is the hus-
bapd of the sister of the assassin, and
as such is bound by every kiw, hueu
and divine, to shivld her, the wife of
liis hosom, from that indelible disziaee
which would embitter her whole life
should her lrother suffer the death of
a felon upon the scaffold. TIu this re-
spect his position as counsel for the
defease is R wost ditileult vne, because
the ear und heart of nn outraged na-
tivn are turned away from him, and
are certain to refuse his pleedings, his
logic, his eloquence and his motlves
any marked ninount of sympathy. Aund
yet, were he not Lo accepl the painful
Jlosition now thrust upon him, he could
ot (uil, in onr moments of cooler de-
liberation, to be regarded a8 a man de-
void of nll ttue fecling for his Faniily,
and above nll fur the iunocent partaer
of his joys and woes, whom n recteant
hrether has plunged in the deepest
depths of sore tribulation at this terri-
ble juneture.

Mr. Seoville was born at Pompey,
Onondagzo county, N. Y., Octaber 10,
1824, Wheu Lwelve yenrs of nge he
removed with his futher toOhio where
some of the best years of his life wero
spent hunting und trapping it the wild
woods. Subsequently, lowever, noid
through his own excrtious, ns he in-
forins us, he mmunged to obtain an
academie education nnd acquire nn
adequate knowledge of lnw, the study
of which he cannnenced when he was
tweuty-two years of nge. In 1848 he
was ndmitted ta tho liar at Albany
and in 1851 he removed to Chicago,
1., where he has sitee resided nod
practiced his profession, mostly as a
real cstate and Chancery lnwyer, hov-
fug never in tho whole of his pructice
of thirty years undertaken a criminal
case save two, in which he was success-
ful, aud into which e had been driven
ns he has been driven into the present
case. 1e becane acquaiuted with the
family of Guiteau at Freeport, 111, in
1849, and after the death ol the mother
of the criminal, martied Frances M.,
hier only daughter, Touching his de-
feuece of Guitenu he observes iu a pri-
vate letter to a correspondent:

“e foree of circumstances has
driven e inlo this case as into the
two othiers; but ouco enlisted [ shall
give to it the same tircless persever-
ance that commenced s a habit of my
life in early hunting days, and has
gooe with me through subsequent
years. I claim no other taleut than
the nbility for hard work.”

These are brave nand simple words,
and such as mizht be cxpected from a
good mau nud a true.

Guiteau’'s Trial.

Charles J. Guiteau’s trial for the
murder of James A, Garfield began
Moudny i the Supreme Court of the
Distriet of Columbin, before Judge
Cox. A scries of surprising incidents®
chinfued the attention of the noditoers
from the start. Mr. Robinson, one af
the prisoner’s counsel, begnn by-asking
for another postpouveutent of the trial
to enable the lawyers to complete their
preparations fur the defence. 'To the
surprise of tho listeners, Mr. Scoville,
Guiteau’s brother-iu-law, who isalso
anc ol his counsel,jopposed the appica-
tion for o postponcment. Guitean him-
self mudo a sensatiou by jumpiug to
his feet and declaring that he didn’t
want the trinl postponed, aod denouu-
ciug Mr. Robinson. It became appar-
ent thut the relations between Mr.
Robinson and Mr. Scoville were not
cordiai, and tbnt they were not pulling
together in the couduct of the case, at
lenst nt this stage of it, The Jidge
appeared to be somewhat perplexed
by the curious situation. Ile finally
decided thatthe prisoncr’s owu wishes
and those of the counsel who had been
nearest fu him in the preparation of
the case should prevail, aud ordered
tbat the trial go on. Guiteau’s conduct
was extraordinary, Ile insisted on
being heard, quarrelling with the bail-
iffs who attempted to restrain him, de-
clared that he didn’t like Mr. Robin-
son’s speecl, that he was goiug to con-
duct the case himself, and that he on-
ly wanted the lawyers for technicali-
ties. He pulled a roll of manuseript
from his pocket containing his speeea,
but he was 1ot suflered to read it, and
he was. angry because Mr. Scuville
wished to keep it from the reporters.
1 this speech Guiteau reasserts that
the Lord inspired - him to remove the
President fur the good of the republic.
He deeiares that Garlield’s death was
caused by-the physicians, Ile touches
upou the subjeet of iusavity in his fam-
ily, and asserts that the assassin was
jnsane in lnw, because the murder was
God?s act and uot his, Ile reviews a
portion of his lite, talks of his book,
and appeals to these who he says were
benefitted by his net tosend i money
for his defence.

The selection of a jury was begun,
and five men proved uceeptable as they
said their minds were not so imuch
biased tbat they could not give n ver-
dict based upon tbe cevidence. There
the proceedings euded for the day.

Tueséay’s proceeding in the trial
were not vulivened by dramatie inei-
dents as on Mondny. The prisoner
had better comiunnd of himself, and Le
did not insist npon. making speeches,
or interfere with his, Inwyers. When
he met Mr. Robjnson, one of his cnun-
sel, whom had denounged the day be-
fore, he shook hauds with him, e
showed nr keen interest in the busines:
of gelting jurors to try bim, and not
oae juror was accepted without his ap-
proval. Ile showed excitement Occa-
sionally in conferring witii thosesitting
ubout him. He told his brother that
it was all politics, and that if necessary
lLie would insist npon the jurors being
all Democruts. Out of the seventy-five
men who had beeu specially summon-
ed, onty four proved nceeptauble,  All
the otliers " were rejectea.  Some of
them were ¢ptepoken ip their peeju-
diee ngninst the prisoper; Que man
glured pt (Guiteay, who was sjtting be-
sitle s ester, und paid he should
either be Langed or burned, ‘The pros-
seution scemed] dispoged 1o be fair to
Guitesu ju the selection of jurors, and
they ahalicnged ounly one iuau. The
nuditors cvincad. gome icclinntion to

appleud the opivious of those talizmen

[ hiny,

who openly declared that Guitean
ought to be hanged. and Guitean sliow-
ed that lic felt he prejudice against
He commended one of the ac-
cepled jurors as being in his opinion, a
c¢onscrentious man,

GUITEAU’'S STATEMENT.

THE REMARKABDLE PAPER WIICH HIE
INTENDED TO READ IN COURT.

The speeeh which Guiteau wrote out
and wanted to deliver is in some re-
speets a remarkable document. ¢l
am,?” he begins, *‘in the presence of
this honcrable court, charged with
waliciously aud wickedly murdering
one James A, Garfiehl. Nothing can
be more absurd, because General Gar-
field died from walpractice, The syl
logism t prove it is this: Three
weeks after he was shot his physicians
held a careful examinntion aud ofli-
cially decided hie would recover. Tiwo
months afier this official aunounce-
ment lie died. Therefore, aceording
to his own physicians, he was not fa-
tally shot. 'L'he dociors, who mis-
treated him, ought to benr the odium
of his death, and not his nasailant,
q%ey ouzht to be indicted for murder-
ing James A. Garfield, and not e,
But 1 have been indicted and must
stand my trial for the nlleged homi-
cide. General Garfield wus Presideut
of the United States and I am one of
the men who made him President. iz
nomtination was an accident, his elec-
tion the result of the grentest activity
of the stalwarts and his removal a
specinl Providence. General Garfield
was 2 good man, bul n weak politician,
Being President he was in a position
to de vast harm to the. Republic, and
he was doiug it by the unwise nse of
patronage, and the Lord and 1 took
the responsibility of removiog him. [
certainly never shoukl have sought to
reiove him o my own account. Why
should I shoot him? Ile never harmed
me. From him I expected an iimpor-
taut oflice. I considered him my polit-
icnl and personal friend. But my du-
ty to the Lord and to the American
people overeame iny personal feeling
and I sought to rentove him, Not be-
ing n marksmau he was not fatally
shot, lint incompetent physicians fin-
ished the work, nud they and not ine
are responsible for his death,

PREVENTING A CIVIL WAR,

“Nothing but the political situation
Inst spriug justified General Garficld’s
removal, The break in the Republi-
ean party lnst spring was widening
week by week and Ivforsaw a civil war,
My inspiration was to remove the late
President alt once and thereby close
the breach before it got zo wide that
nothing but another heartrending and
desolating war could closo it, The
Iast war cost the natiou n imillion of
men and & billion of money., The
Lord wanted to prevent a repetition of
this desolation and inspired we lo ex-
ecute lis witl, Why did hLe iuspive
me in preference to some one clse?
Because 1 had the braius and nerve
probably to do the work. 'T'he Lord
docs not_employ incompeteut per:ons
to servo Him, Iec uses the best ma-
terinl he ean find, No doubt there
wns thousands of Republicans that
fett as [ did about Genernl Garfleld’s
wrecking the Republican party last
spring, nnd had they the conception,
the nerve, the braius and the oppor-
tunity they would have removed him.
I of all the work was the ouly man
who hnd the conception. On the trinl
of my ease I propose to suminon some
of the leading politicians of the Repub-
lican and Democratic parties ; nlso the
leading New York aud Washiuglun
cditors, toshow the political situntion
and the perils which surrounded
the republic Iast spring. I propose to
2o into this branch of my defen:e ex-
haustively. Another reason Lhe Lovd
inspired me to remove the President
in preference to some one else is be-
cause He wished to circulate my theo-
logical work, *The Truth.’ This book
was written to save sounls and not for
money, nud the Lord in ctreulating the
bogk is after souls.”

GUITEAU ON INSANITY,

Guitcau next spenks of the witnesses
summoned for his defenso and eays
Mr. Scoville 18 developing a theory of
inganity, This, ho says, may have au
important bearing. ‘*Insanity ruas in
my family, My fnther had two sisters
and A nephew and f nicce in au insane
asylum. He himself was a monoma-
nine for twenly-five years on the Ouei-
tla Comniunity, Ile could sco no evil
in that conceru and no xood out of it.
e thought Noyes a greater man thau
the Lord Jesus Christ, IL was owing
to his fnuaticism that [ got inlo the
Oucida Community. Onee under
Noyes? influence it was impaessible to
gct awny, and I lingered therein great
distress tor six Iong and wenry yenrs,
i was in the Comauvity from 18060 to
1%60. Sinee then I have known und
cared nothing for tihem.” He gces on
to speak of Noyes as a fugitive on Drit-
ish so0il and clhiarges him with crimes
nnd viisdemeanors nt Oneida. He says
lic hias been in juil siuce July 2and hias
Lwice been shot at, but the Lord kept
hiw harmiess. He says he does not
wish lis Inwyers to work for nothing
and appeals to the public at large to
send woney for his defense. Ile con-
tinues: *“‘Certain poliliclans seem per-
fectly willing to tatten at the public
expense on my inspiration, but Lhey
preiend to Dbe horrified out of their
senses by the late President’s removal,
and waut nothing to do with me. They
say I nin a ‘dnstavdly assnssin,’ The
word ‘assassin’ grates ou the mind,
and yet some people delight in using
it. Why am I nn assassin any more
than a man who shot another during
the war? Thousaunds of brave boys on
botl: sides were shut dead during the
war, but uo oee thinks of talkiugabout
an assiassination, There was a_howul-
cide, i. ¢., n mmau was killed. DBut in
my caso the doctor killed the late
President and not e, 50 that there is
not even o homicide in my ease. The
President was siniply shot and wouud-
ed by an insane man, The man was
insalie in lnw, beeause it wits God’s
act and not his,”? Guiteau then takes
up his married life and spenks of it,

“)My ex-wife has been summoned by
the prosecution. Our marriage was
premature. { only knew her ten weeks
and we were murried on ten hLoors’
notice. Shz was n poor girl, She had
been uutortunate and I had no busi-
ness to have married her. We were
married in 1869, separated in 1873 and
divorced in 1874, without issue; was
practiciug law then and we lived at
liotels and boarding lhiouses. I know
little about her siuce 1873. I under-
derstand that she married well four
years ago and is living in Colorado. I
liave been strietly virtuous for six or
seven years. Leluim to be n gentle-
man and a Christian,

GUITEAU AS A PATIIOT.

“1 am n patriot. To-day I suffer int
bonds as a patriot. Washington was 4
patriot. Grant was a a patriot. Wash-
ingtou led the armics of the Revolu-
tion tlirough eight years of bloody war
to victory and glory. Grant led the
prinies of the Union to victory and
glory, and to-day Lhe nation is happy
aud prosperous,” They raised the old
war cry, ‘Rally round the flag, boys,
rally round the flag,’ and thousands of
the ehoicest sons of the Republic went
forth {o battle —to victory or_death,
Washington and Grant by their valor
and suceess in war wou the admiration
of mapkiud.
